MILLIONS OF DOLLARS FINES 


ON SHNMB OIL COMPANY 


MAY BE IMPOSED BY II. S. DISTRICT COURT 


If the Corporation is Found Guilty on Over Fifteen HiiDdred 


Cents In the Indictment In Tenoessee—Tbe Case 


Closes at nndlay-The Missouri Case.

DIVORCE DINNER AT WEIGH CLUB WAS FORMED. 


Jackson, Tenn., Oct. 17.—The grana 


jury of the special term of the United 
States district court returned a volum- 


- inous indictment against the Standard 


Oil company of Indiana. The charge 
is transportation of separate carloads 
of oil at rates discriminating in favor 
of the Standard Oil company of In- 
diana and alleged illegal shipments 
for the past three years are covered. 
The indictment contains-1,524 counts, 
each count constituting a separate of- 
fense; The maximum penalty for each 
is $20,000 fine and the^minimum is 
41,000. The maximum total fine upon 
conviction would reach $30,480,000; 
the minimum would be $1,524,000; The 
document 
contains 
about. 500,000 


words. The indictment is tire outcome 
of the investigation made by Commis- 
sioner Garfield of the bureau of corpo- 
rations, department of commerce and 
labor, and deals with that part of Gar- 
fleld's report which h'e calls "Tlie 
Grand Junction rate." 


This'so-called "Grand Junction rate" 


was an alleged secret arrangement 
whereby, it is charged, the Standard 
Oil company was enabled to ship oil 
from Whiting, .Ind., to the south, and 
especially South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Mississippi., and Alabama at 
a rate^much lower tliaii the minimum-1 
legal tariff by a combination over four 
or more roa'ds and by way of obscure 
junction points, of which Grand Junc- 
tion was one. 


Close of Ohio's Case.. 


Findlay, 6., Oct. 17. — When cour 


convened Wednesday for the case o 
th6 Standard Oil company of Ohio, on 
tiiarfpf: conspiracy against trade, the 
jury bid yet to hear V. P. Kline, attor- 
jtiey for the defense, and the closing 
argument., for .the state by Attorney: 
General Ellis. Prosecutor David be- 
gin his. argument Tuesday after the 
testimony blosed. The defense closed 
its case with the. submission a.s evi- 


dence of a single document, the de- 
cision of the suprem'e court of tha 
state declaring the defendant company 
"not guilt}"' in the contempt proceed- 
ing of 1900. In his argument Mr. Da- 
vid made the point that while there 
were lawyers at the trial representing 
all ilte alleged constituent companies, 
and officers had been present from 
these companies, there was not, nor 
had there been present, an officer or 
lawyer from the Standard Oil company 
of Ohio, the defendant, in the case. 
Mr. Phelps 
followed Mr. David for 


the prosecution. Mr. Troup occupied 
the balance of the day making the 
opening argument for the defense. Th° 
prosecution told the jury that there 
never was an actual cessation of the 
Standard oil trust of 18S2, as shown 
by the evidence, although the form of 
the organization had been changed. 
The defense made its main point that 
while the evidence showed all the so- 
called subsidiary companies 
to be 


owned by the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey, not one syllable of evi- 
dence adduced shows that the defend- 
ant company is so_dwned. 


Changed the Testimony. 


St. Louis, Oct. 17.—Hearing of the 


state's ouster suit against the Stand^ 
ard, Waters-Pierce and Republic oil 
companies was resumed for the pres- 
entation of testimony in defense, but 
was continued until Nov. 8. The state- 
ment was made by Attorney General 
Hadley that he found on looking over 
the official cony of the proceedings of 
the former tearing that H. Clay 
Pierce, chairman of the Waters-Pi'erce 
Oil company, ordered the official sten- 
ographer to change some of the testi- 
mony he gavfe at that - time.

Why Not Tax Tbem ? 


(Mansfield Newa ) 


Why not tax oil, gas and mineral 


leaseholds in Ohio? It is the purpose 
of the constitution and laws of our 
state to tax all property and values. 
Township, cities, counties and the 
state rates of taxation aggregate a sum 
that makes it oppressive in 
many 


cases, particularly to farmers au3 the 
owneis of small Homes. The present 
rates of tuxatioi would be materially 
reduced if a portion of the cost of ex- 
penses of township, cities, counties and 
the state could be made to be borne 
by the holders of oil, gas, coal and 
mineral leases. 


Here are thousands of dollars 
ot 


value escaping taxation every year in 
the»e leaseholds, on which the own- 
ers and holders thereof should be re- 
quired to pay tax. Under present con- 
ditions thousands of acres are held on 
a nominal rental of 10 or 23 cents per 
acre by the trust corporations and 
others merely <to prevent the output 
being used at present. 
This is not 


only a detriment and disadvantage to 
the farmer, but it also s>fuiits the de- 
velopment and growth of our state to 
the detriment of nil our people. 


By all means let the nest session 


of the legislature take up the question 
of placing a tax of one dollar an acre 
per annum in the name of the lense- 
holdeis on all oil, gas, coal and miner- 
al leaseholders in Ohio. The 
result 


will bo increased revenue, greater ac- 
tivity in development, anJ new life in- 
to the dead ones, or 
sunender ot 


leases.

DRAKE DECREE 


STOPS PROBING 


Syllabus Shows Why Supreme Court 


Reached its Conclusion. 


FULL REPORT WILL BE MADE 


Will Come Up at Next Session of 
the Legislature and That a New 
Cornn-?ittee Will Be Created Under a 
Joint Resolution. ' 


Columbus, O., Oct. 17. — Until liie 


report of the court's conclusions in the 
case of the Drake investigating com- 
mission is issued, for the case is to 
be reported, the public nifost luok to 
the syllabus to find an index to the 
court's reasons for declaring that the 
investigating committee created by 
the state senate acted without due au- 
thority in its probing of Cincinnati. 


The court's 
syllabus says: "The 


whole legislative power of this state 
having been conferred by the constitu- 
tion upon the general assembly as a 
unit and not upon the senate or house 
of representatives acting separately, a 
single branch of the general assembly 
so acting has no power of independent 
legislation; except as 'expressly grant- 
ed in the constitution or as necessarily 
implied in the express grants. Sec- 
tions 50 to 53, inclusive, of the Re- 
vised Statutes were not intended by 
the general assembly to authorize 
either branch thereof to appoint com- 
mittees; but were designed to pro- 
scribe procedure for comrnittees"lich 
may have been constitutionally jnd 
regularly appointed. The constitution 
of this state contains no' expres grant 
of power to either branch of the gen- 
eral assembly to appoint a select in- 
vestigating committee for general leg- 
islative purposes, and such power is 
not necessarily implied from the ex- 
press grants to each house. Demurrer 
sustained 
and 
petition 
dismissed. 


Shauck, C. J., Price and- Summer, J. J., 
concur." 


The proceeding on which tire su- 


preme court's decision was givea was 
brought by the Robertson Realty com- 
pany of Cincinnati against State Audi- 
tor W. D. Guilb'ert, to compel him to 
issuejiis warrant on the state treasury 
in payment of rent for rooms occupied 
by the committee in its work in Cin- 
cinnati. Judge Smith of the Hamilton 
county, common pleas court had held 
that the committee was without power 
and under this decision the state audi- 
tor was unwilling to 
permit 
state 


funds to be used by the committee. 
This test case was agreed upon, but 
it brought up only the 
question of 


whether the committee had the power 
to expend state money given by th'e 
resolution under which it was 
ap- 


pointed. But the supreme court's 
decision settles the whole matter. The 
Drake investigating committee is held 
to be without power or authority. 


The Drake commission investigation 


brought out the personal collection by* 
county treasurers of interest on pub- 
lic funds deposited in banks. Because 
of the criticism aroused, half a dozen 
former treasurers paid voluntarily into 
the county treasury a total of ?214,000, 
which they estimated they had thus 
received. Other matters brought out 
affected the sale of turnpike roads to 
the county, in which large 
commis- 


sions Were paid for disposing of the 
roads. The case which was carried to 
the supreme court was a dispute over 
rentals, but it followed favorable ac- 
;ion on the refusal of Cashier Davis 
of the First National bank to disclose 
what he considered to be the confiden- 
;ial business matters of 
depositors.

After arriving there they pro- 
ceeded to the town hall, arrested the 
burgomaster and the treasurer and 
took possession of the cash, which 
amounted to about ?1,000. 


After securing the money the daring 


robber d'etached several men to con- 
duct the prisoners to headquarters in 
Berlin and ordered the remainder to 
hold possession of the town hall half 
an hour. While they did this he rode 
off alone with the montey, going in the 
direction of Berlin. 


The burgomaster and the treasurer 


were greatly mystified at their arrest 
After their arrival in custody at head- 
quarters in Berlin they learned that 
the ostensible captain was a fraud and 
were immediately discharged. 
The 


bogus captain has notbeen heard from, 
and the police and military apthorities 
are without any clue whatever as to 
his identity. 


Train Robbery In Colorado.

armed men boarded the engine of the 
Denver & Rio Grande passenger train 
No. 5 at Malta and at the point of re- 
volvers compelled the engineer and 
fireman to uncouple the express and 
baggage cars.
